Courts off Conciliation. 


In Xonv.iy a court of conciliation, con- 


sisting of two judges, is established In 
every city nnd in every county district 01 
settlement hoK'.ing at least twenty fami- 
lies or lionseliolds. The judges are by tha 
law required Lo be "good men" and must 
bo residents of their respective jurisdic- 
tions. They are elected by the people for 
a term of three years. Tho office is con- 
sidered a non-political one, and to elect 
only the best men to fill it has become » 
custom us valid ns law. 
As a rule only 


men of nmture years, independent and 
with excellent standing in the community 
arc chosen. 


The jurisdiction of the courts does not 


extend beyond civil causes.

court of conciliation 
Tliis court holds 


sessions onee a week in cities, nnd once a 
month in country districts. 
Three days'

country diMrici.-;.

The putties meet in person •, it' they have 
lawful excuse they may be represented 
by some of. their kin or household. 
The 


presiding judge reads the summons, and 
the complainant suites his casu and pre- 
sents what evidence he thinks necessary 
and Kitlilclent. 
Then lh« court requests 


the summoned pnny to answer the com- 
plaint. \Vlien both .vides have been heard, 
the judge!! state what in their judgment 
would he n fair and equitable settlement 
of tho mnUoi', and request the parties to 
consider the uncertainty and great cost 
of a trial. In most cast's the parties, after 
some deliberation, in the presence of. the 
judgca, come to iho conclusion that it will 
be best to effect n Bettleiuent. 
The agree- 


ment is j'ei.-:;rik'd, each pays a fee of 
twenty-live cents, and they leave the 
court ns conciliated as friends, nnd with a 
record of their agreement that has the 
force of >.i final. uniinpcachaUb judgment. 
That is the end of tho cause if the sheriff 
is not called upon to enforce the agree- 
ment, which may bo done by the levy of 
nn execution. 


If the parties do not ajircc to agree the 


court of conciliation cerlilics to that effect 
nnd tho complainant may take the case 
before the court ha.ving power to try and 
determine

tion, it was said, among the delegates, and 
the belief was that an effort was being 
made to adjust all differences. Ohio's 
space in tho ball was in the parquette to 
the left of the stage. 
New York, from 


courtesy to the visitors, took the least 
favorable position. Illinois occupied the 
moat favored position. 


After some little delay the Ohio dele- 


gates filed into the hall and took the seats 
assigned to them. 


The proceedings were opened by Rev, 


Dr. R. S. McArthur, of the Calvary Bap- 
tist Church of this city, who 
offered 


prayer. 


Henry Gloason, secretary of the com- 


mittee on associatu organizations, read 
the call for the convention. 


Jamos P. Foster, president of the Re- 


publican Club of Now York, was intro- 
duced and welcomed tho delegates, 


Mr. Fontor conclmlod his remarks by 


proposing David J. Ryan, president of the 
Ohio Republican League, for temporary 
chairman. 


Colonel Siiowden, of Philadelphia, nomi- 


nated Gooi go Nathan Goff, of West Vir- 
ginia. 


A vote by roll call on the candidates 


was then ordered. A discussion followed 
as to how the votes should be taken, and 
it was resolved to take them by clubs. 
The States were then called and several 
of them split. When Ohio was called, 
forty-nine votes were credited to Ryan, 


Mr. A. C. Robinson, of Pittsburgh, chal- 


lenged Ohio's vote. 


The chairman said he would not con- 


sider the challenge yet. 


When New York was called, the chair- 


man of the delegation said that they 
could not agree, and tha delegates with- 
drew to decide how they should vote. 
Finally it was decided to allow each of 
the clubs of the New York delegation to 
rote separately. 
The result was forty- 


three voles for Ryan and thirty for Goff. 


The name of Blftino had not been men- 


tioned until the James G. Blaina Club of 
the Sixth Assembly district of New York 
was called for its vote. The mention of 
the name called forth vigorous and re- 
peated cheers. 


Ryan was elected by a vote of 1B9 to 


164, and the election was made unani- 
mous. 


Mr. Ryan was then escorted to the 


chair. He said: "We are here to-day to 
organize the clubs of the country into a 
permanent organization. We are here to 
boom the Republican party, and not any 
one in it. We ore here on a most Im- 
portant business occasion. Believing that 
we should get down to business at once I 
»ill now ask your pleasure." 


It was then resolved to appoint vice- 


presidents from each State. Committees 
on credentials, rules and order of busi- 
ness, permanent organ ization and resolu- 
tions, to be composed of one member from 
each State, were also resolved upon, and 
• recess to allow the clubs to choose their 
representatives was taken. 


The Committees Organize. 


NKWYOEK, Dec. 16.—Thecommftteesap- 


polnted by the Republican Clubs conven- 
tion met at 4 p. m. Senator Chandler, of 
New Hampshire, was chosen chairman of 
the committee on rules; U. 8. Batchellor, 
Of Hew York, of credentials; E. H. Cm- 
g«r, of Michigan, of permanent organiza- 
tion ; J, A. Kussop, of Iowa, of resolutions, 
and James Royle, of Ohio, of the League 
Clnbs organization. The committee on 
rules adopted rules making a club the unit 
of organization and in voting. 


There was a meeting of delegate* to 


the convention in Cooper Union. James 
P. Foster called to order. The house wa( 
two-thirds full. E. F. Bartlett, of New 
Vork, was chairman. He Introduced Mr. 
John F. Lynch, the colored orator of 
Mississippi, who sp»ke, declaring that the 
•egro rote In the South was suppressed. 


The election of Mr. Ryan as temporary 


chairman is conceded to be a victory for 
the Sherman element in the convention. 


The Anti-Saloon Bepnbllcan League. 
SYRACUSE, Dec. 16.—The Anti-Saloon 


Republican League opened its annual 
meeting at Mnsio Hall at two o'clock 
yesterday nfte*»oon with a good attend- 
ance of members and Republican tem- 
perance men, The convention began its 
session with devotional exercises, and an 
address of welcome by J. B. Brooks, of 
this city. E. F. Hill was made chairman 
•nd delivered a short address. The sec- 
retary's report was then read and the 
next hour was given np to memorial 'ad- 
dresses by L. H. King and Rev. Clark 
Wright on the late T. W. Conway. 


Tho One State Convention. 


ABERDEEN, Dak., Dec. 15.—Many dele- 


gates arrived last night to attend the 
Dakota One-State convention to beheld 
to-day. It is expected that five hundred 
delegates will be iu attendance. 


The convention was called to order at 


12:20 p. m. by G. L. Johnson. 
After the 


reading of the call, prayer ivns offered by 
Rev. Dr. Lnwson. H. C. Preston, of Dav- 
idson, \yas then chosen temjiu. tiry chair- 


man. »nd Spanlding, ot Cass; Burdick, of 
Clay; Goddard, of Blonx Falls, and W. B. 
Kellogg, of Jamestown, secretaries. 


Mr. Preston, In taking the chair, made 


a fine speech. He considered it a great 
honor to preside over this convention. 
Delegates are called here for no political 
purpose, bnt for the grand movement of 
admission as one State. He hoped that 
the action of the convention would be to 
humbly ask Congress for admission as one 
State, that he was formerly a Divisionist, 
and also a Republican; but politics had 
nothing to do with this meeting. He said 
the vote cast this tall had nothing to do 
with this convention. 
When the Territory 


was admitted as the thirty-ninth child of 
the Union, may the Great Goddess of 
Liberty never blush to connt among her 
jewels the great State of Dakota. 


At the conclusion ot Mr. Preston's 


speech a motion to adjourn to two o'clock 
was defeated. A committee on creden- 
tials was appointed. 
A committee on or- 


ganization was also appointed. 


When the convention was again called 


to order at 2:33 p. m. the secretary read 
a letter from Congressman William M. 
Springer ad-tressed to Hon. L. G. John- 
son. After referring to receiving a call 
for the convention Mr. Springer says: 
"This is tho first concerted movement on 
the part of the people of Dakota for single 
Statehood wlrch has come to my knowl- 
edge. Heretofore the organized efforts of 
your people have been in the direction of 
the division of the Territory, while in- 
dividuals, certain localities and news- 
papers in tho Territory have opposed 
such efforts. These contending factions 
among your own people had the result of 
preventing any affirmative action what- 
ever by Congress. Some citizens enter- 
tained the idea that the question of divid- 
ing the Territorry is a purely local mat- 
ter, one concerning only the people of 
Dakota. Tho neople of every State in 
the Union are equally interested in this 
question." Mr. Springer continued at 
some length to show why division is out 
the question. He says he is still, and will 
be, unalterably opposed to the dismem- 
berment of Dakota, although he heartily 
favors her admission as a State. 


The convention drafted and adopted the 


following memorial to Congress at the 
afternoon session; 


"TO THE CONRUESS OF THE UNITED STATES: 


The people ot Dakota Territory,assembled in a 
delegate convention, respectfully represent 
that they arc desirous of tha admission of the 
Territory of Dakota as a State into the Federal 
Union. We are possessed of the requisite popu- 
lation to entitle Dakota to representation in 
the House of Representatives in case of admis- 
sion. We, therefore, earnestly petition for the 
passage by Congress of an enabling act author- 
izing the election of delegates to a convention 
for the purpose ol preparing a constitution,

Territory at the next general election for ratifi- 
cation, ana if rtitillotl that Dakota be admitted 
as the State of Dakota.

Discussed Before the County Board 


—Election of County Physician, 


Steward and Janitor. 


Action on Eeports of County 


Officers. 


BXPEBBED TO A COMMUTER. 


The first thing considered by the 


county board at the session yesterday 
afternoon was the public park question, 
brought up by the Deoator city council 
asking the transfer of the fair grounds to 
the city to be converted into a public 
pleasure ground for the free use of city 
and country people. Mayor Kanan, Uity 
Attorney Mills, Aid. Muzzy, Harwood 
and Shoemaker, Hon. C. A. Ewing, A. T. 
Davis, B. T. Davis, J. N. Randall, John 
Lindsay, Col. Dow, A. J. Smith and others 
were present, when Attorney Mills on 
behalf of the city asked for the use of the 
fair grounds for a park, the same to be 
kept up by the city. He was followed 
by Aid. Muzzy and C. A. Ewing, who 
spoke in glowing terms of the advantages 
and necessity of a public park, such as 
contemplated. 
Dr. Randall and John 


Lindsay spoke against the proposition. 
Mr. Muzzy in his feeling answer to Dr. 
Randall's sarcastic remarks became quite 
pointed in his measure of ridicule. Mr. 
Ewing made brief allusion to the kickers 
by describing them as obstructionists. 
After the discussion had ceased Super- 
visor Hill offered a motion that the ques- 
tion be referred to a special committee to 
report at the meeting to be held next 
spring. The chairman appointed A. T. 
Hill, Geo. S. Durfee, J. W. Brown, Jacob 
Hanes and H. Manecke. On motion 
Chairman Woodcock was added. The 
committee will confer with the city coun- 
cil and endeavor to reach an agreement. 


The committee on fees and salaries re- 


ported that they had examined the cir- 
cuit clerk's report for the half year end- 
ing November 30th, and found the same 
| correct, and recommended that the

Dr. Roe was declared 
elected county physician. 


HBPOKTS. 


The finance committee reported that 


they had examined the statement of 
Treasurer Steele and found it correct, 
the committee having destroyed vouchers 
for $9,339, monies paid out for county 
purposes during September, October and 
November. 
The statement shows for 


the year ending Nov. 30, '87: Balance in 
treasury, Sept. 1, $30,645.08: amount re- 
ceived, $1,612.94; total, $32,258.02; am't 
paid out, $9,434.40; balance on hand No- 
vember 30, $22,823.62. Report received 
and placed on file. 


It was ordered that steps be taken to 


secure $50 from the master in chancery 
allowed Frank Nelson, a pauper, now at 
the poor farm. The master has the 
money, but cannot pay it over until au- 
thorized to do so by the court. 


The voluminous report of the fees and 


salaries committees, to whom was referred 
the semi-annual report of Sheriff Manzy, 
was read and adopted. The committee 
recommended that- the sheriff be paid 
$356.08, in full settlement of his accounts 
for salary for the year ending November 
30, 1887, and of jail account to December 
13, 1887.

Saloons Closed Up. 


Brief mention was made last evening 


of the victory of the prohilitkra board at 
Bine Mound in this county, which has 
been shewd in its action. Last year the 
town went for saloons, but last spring 
the people voted by a big majority to 
close up the places. The outgoing whisky 
board, however, voted to grant license to 
three saloon-keepers for a year beyond 
the time they went out of office, which 
act greatly incensed the prohibitionists 
and embarraeed the new board, who have 
been powerless to close the planes until 
this month. It was a strange case—a no- 
license town having saloonr. Whisky be 
ing the cause of the murder of William 
Gross by Wesley Westbrook, at that 
place last August, the board, to accom- 
plish their purpose, watched their oppor- 
tunity and systematically had each saloon 
keeper arrested and fined for violating 
the local ordinance. Every man has been 
convicted, and under the ordinance each 
license was revoked for cause. In this 
way the business was wiped out. One 
saloon keeper has 140 counts against him 
in the county court. He was fined by the 
village magistrate $160 and costs for vio 
lations. The temperance people are re- 
joicing over the victory.
